Within a short space of time Brazil has drastically reduced her imports of gasoline to a point where in 
1961 she hopes to be self-sufficient. Aiding in this rapid transformation are the expanding cracking 
plants of the country, like this one at Cubatao, the Nation’s largest. Imported and domestic crude oil 
brought to Santos is shipped by pipeline to Cubatao, which lies between Santos and Sao Paulo, and is re- 
fined in the plant above.

Investments 

At this time of the year it is, of 
course, too soon to expect statisti- 
cal data of an inclusive nature on 
the year which has just closed. 
All indications point to a higher 
book value of United States direct 
investments in Brazil, well above 
US$1,345,000,000, the level at 
which they stood a year ago. The 
high percentage of United States 
direct investments in Brazil in the 
manufacturing industries of 52 
per cent also was probably main- 
tained. 

Statisticians will also be eager 
to discover whether the rapid rate 
of growth of 6.6 per cent of the 
gross national product maintained 
during the 1956-59 period has 
continued or whether it has re- 
found the 5.4 per cent level of 
the preceding 1949-54 period. 

The conclusion cannot be es- 
caped that in any discusion of the 
inflationary pressures now raging 
in Brazil the large percentage in- 
crease of gross national product 
must be reckoned with in terms 
of the 2.4 per cent annual in- 
crease in the Nation’s population. 
The population increase is rated 
as one of the highest averages in 
the world today.
